THE VORGAN BRILL. 

The senate, in its clesing hours, foun time 
enough to passthe Alabama minerel land 
bill, a measare wholly in the interest of 
speculators and land sharks. I[t is entitled, 
“An act to exciude the public landsin Ala- 
bama from the operation of the laws relative 
to mineral lands.” It passed the house last 
July under a suspension of the rulesend with 
out debate, it would doubsless bave passed 
the senate in the same s-ealthy fashion, but 
that Senater Hawley scented a jobin itand 
fora time blocked its passage. Through the 
urgency of Serater Mo-gan it was brought

nally passed. President Arthur was 
at once petitioned to yeto the 


bill. but be did not see fit to interpose his au- 
thority against it. The act removes all limi- 
tations fram tke sale of mineral lands in that 
state, and makes these lands, for which the 
rovernmet receives elsewlrere from $25) to 
$20 an acre, subject to sale inan limited quan- 
tities at $i 24 an acre. This law is a violent 
departure from the uniform practice of this 
government, and is solely in the interest of 
the capitalists who have long stood ready to 
snap up these valuable lands as soon as the 


bill could get through congress. They 
have been already at work according 


to J. H. Perdue, special agent-of the govern- 
ment, who reports to the general land office 
that the swindle in Alabame, in the way of 
mineral lane, is the greatest that has ever 
been perpetrated in the United States. The 
landsharks have been gradually munopolizing 
these lands by means of entries and pre emp- 
tions by dummies, paid by capitaticts, and 
holding forthem. Hereafter nosuch device 
wilt-be mecescary, as, by the bill which Sena- 
tor Morgan’s persistence has just made a law, 
there will be fo further need of stealing these 
yaluable mineral lands, for the government 
now kindly invites any who will to come and 
take them.

Educationsi Needs of Rome--A Congreseman's First 
Baby—Death of ao Fat Man—The Johnsen Case

The Rome PAlietin is engaged in a battle of pro- 
gress, It rightly holds that people with children to 
educate,especially the mechanic,the artisan and the 
man with limited means, will not settle in a town 
where education isthe dear article itis in Rome. 
This fact has been proven time and time again 
during the pastfive years,’says the Bulletin. Men 
have come to Rome, looked around, measured the 
lay of the land, and gone away again. Why, do 
youask? Because they could go to Atlanata, to 
Augusta, or to Americas, live just as well and as 
easily as they could here,’ and there they could 


find public schools, Besides this, in the past 
five years Rome has lost five hundred 
or more of her citizens who have 


actually pulled up stakes and gone w other 
cities, and all because, although.educational ad- 
vantages are exceptional here, it costs so much. 
With public schools, Rome in five years hence 
won't know herself, property will advance in price, 
new citizens will come pouring in,and the business 
and general prosperity of the city will receive such 
a vast impetus that old citizens will not recognizea 
single old landmark of this season of old fegyism 
and masty notions. To cite one instance of the 
kind: Americus, before she had her public schools, 
was flat, dead. Property was worth nominally 
nothing. Major Blance, of Cedartown, owned 
property there for which he had paid $6,000. A 
short time before the public schools were intro- 
duced there he sold it for $2,000, and was very glad 
to get rid of it for that price. That property 
is now worth Close to $10,000,

son, the northern drummer, who was put off the 
cars near Oconee station, by Captain Harry IIill, in 
the summer of 1881, wastried in Morgan superior 
court last week, and a verdict was rendered by the 
jury in favor of the road.

many years ago. Ii a repetitiou comes, it will come 
by our consent and convenience—instead of being 
furced upon us aguinst our will—and for that rea- 
son it will be immeasurably worse for us. When 
we fell before, it was from outside attack: if we 
fali again, in the way just suggested it will bea 
surrender to internal corruption—as we will haze 
shorn ourselves of strength; and who can say what 
the end will be? We owe it to our country and to 
everything dear that it contains, to save it from the 


evils of illegal suffrage.

Where a city policeman was 
slain, and the mayor and council employed 
counsel to prosecute the slayer, this was not 
alone sufficient to disquality all grand -and 
traverse jurorsresiding within the corporate 
limits from sitting in the case, on the ground 
that they woulJ be liable to taxation to sat- 
isfy the attorneys’ fees.

PROFITS. 

The arithmetic man of the.the Chicago 
Times bas been at work on the advance that 
takes place in the prices of essential articles 
in their transit from producer to consumer, 
We give the following as fair examples of the

The transporter's charge from eastern manu- 
factories to points west of the Mississippi does 
not exceed an average of five cents on a suit 
of clothes, The average profit to dealers on a 
$20 suit of clothes is $8. The profit on a sin- 
gle pair of $4 boots and shoes is three times the 
total freight charges on a dozen pairs 1,500 
miles. | 

These figures are chiefly interesting because 
they show the ftmmense tax that is levied on 
the consumer by the middlemen, both cor- 
porate and individual. The consumer, who 
is crowded almost to the wall by the needs of 
himself and his family, cares very little who 
levies the tax that circumstances compel him 
to pay. And as thingsare it cannot be said that 
either the transportation companies or the dis- 
tributing agents are making more money 
than their risks and skill and energies entitle 
them to; The case is really a very complex 
one, but when it is analyzed it will be found 
that the credit system, for the existence ot 
which the consumer is as much at fault as 
the middleman, is the chief cause of the ex- 
orbitant tax laid in the course of trade upon 
all articles that we eat or wear or otherwise 
use, There is no chance of relief from such 
taxation while the credit system exists. This 
system is asnare to many,and a burden to 
all. The men who pay as they go are under 
this system indirectly compelled to pay the 
bills of those who will not or cannot pay. 
This system leads to extravagance, to indebt- 
It is the curse of any coun- 


edness and ruin. 
try that fosters it. 4 
AND NOW AS TO COTTON. 
At this moment there is no article of neces- 
sity cheaper than cotton, and the prospects 
advancing, will 


are that prices, instead of 
either remain where they are or fall lower. 
The s#fithern crop that is now coming into 
market is known to,be extraordinarily large, 
some not unreasonable estimates placing it 
at more than seven millions of bales. In ad- 
dition to this the crops in India and in Egypt 
are relatively large. The result of all this is 
low price? and no profits for the southern 
farmers. In point of fact, prices are now ata 
point where the Georgia planter 
would make money by buying all the cotton 
he wants instead of raising it. It costs less to 
make a pound of bacon than to make a pound 
of cotion, but the price of bacon is away 


above that of cotten; so thatif there is any 
Georgia farmer who thinks he really needs 
cotton, he would do well to borrow a hog 


from a neighbor, sell it, and then buy his cot- 
ton. There are not more than ten farmers in 
Georgia that cali make even the smallest mar- 
vin of profit by raising cotton for ten cents a 
pound, and these farmers have their business 
so systematized that there are no leaks aliy- 
where. Ordinarily, the farmer who gets fif- 
teen cents a pound tor his cotton 


profit that is but shabbily related to 


makes a 
the labor 
and expense of cultivating his crop, and this 
is the great secret of the proverbial poverty of 
the cotton farmer. 

In 1882, the farmers all over the south made 
large crops of grain and saved a large amount 
oi forage in the shape of fodder and hay. The 
coiton crop did not come up to expectations, 
but, under all the circumstances—that is to 
say, in the presence of full corn-cribs, oveg- 
flowing granaries and a reasonable supply 
of provisions of all sorts—the price at which 
it sold was reasonably remunerative. In any 
the beginning of the present year 
found the farmers of Georgia in a better con- 
dition than they had been since the war. li 
they were net altogether even with the world, 
they were at least prepared to move com- 
fortably in the direction of prosperity. 

It is to be feared, however, that this lesson 


of comfort and comparative independence 


has been lost upon the great majority 
of the farmers. The area devoted to small 
grain last winter was greatly redaced 


as compared with that of the winter before; 
and, in spite of the low price of the staple 
and the imimense crop that has just been 
gathered, information comes to us from every 
direction that the planters propose to plant a 
larger acreage in cotton than ever 
How many hardworking, energetic agricultu- 
rists this programme will bring to verge 
of ruin it is impossible to estimate, but the

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number will be large. Estimates show that 
if the farmers of Texas raise even an average 
crdép this year, two million bales will be 


gathered in that state alone—the increase in 
the in- 
creased acreage which the farmers propose to 


the number of bales being due to 
devote to cotton. 

Now, if the price has tallen below the point 
of remuneration with the present crop, where 
will it go to when the largely increased crop 
of the next cotton year is placed upon the 
market’ In addition to this, the cotton crops 
of India and [-gypt, fostered and stimulated 
by English capital and English enterprise, 
are year at arate that the 
farmers of the south do not properly appreci- 
ate, and these cottons have a direct intluence 
in regulating the price of American cotton. 
The famous or infamous system of protection, 
which is the pride and boast of some of the 
most influential organs of public opinion, 
does not contemplate the protection of the 
important industry of cotton-growing, and 
consequently the planters have only their 
own scanty resources to fall back upon. 

As matters stand, they will never be able 
to hold their own until they conclude to be- 
come independent of cotton—until every 
farm in the south is self-sustaining. When this 
is the case, the southern cotton will control 
the markets of the world. Itis useless to talk 
of holding the crop for higher prices. As iong 
farmers continue to exhaust them- 
selvesand their lands in thevain effort to 
make cotton-planting profitabie by planting 
all cotton, they will be at the mercy of the 
supply merchants and the speculators. To

The Mayor and General Council of the City of At- 
lanta do Ordain: 

Section l. No person shall be permitted to plecs 
within any building in the city of Atlanta, ashes in 
a box or other receptacle of wood, unless the same 
is immediately removed from the building, and 
from contact with such building. And all owners 
or occupants of buildingsin this city are required 
to permit the Chief of the Fire Department, or any 
officer or member of the police force to inspect their 
buildings to see if the above iscomplied with, And 
itis hereby made the duty of the Chief of the Fire 
Department and of the police force to make such in- 
spections whenever and wherever they may suspect 
#2 violation of the foregoing ordinance. 

Section 2. Any person violating any of the provis- 
ions of the above ordinance shall be arrested by any 
officer or member of the police force, and may on 
conviction be fined inasum not exceeding one 
hundred dollars, or be imprisoned not exceeding 
thirty days, either or both in the discretion of the 
court. 

Section 3. All ordinances or parts of ordinances 
conflicting with the provisions of the foregoing or- 
dinance are hereby repealed.

Too CAREFUL.— Postoffice Inspector Booth reports 
the arrest of J. 1, Watson, the sheriff of Movroe 
county, Alabama, on acharge of opening a letter, 
addressed toa prisoner in his custody. The pris- 
oner’s name is Ciffries Roberts and heis charged 
with murder, the case having been tried twice al- 
ready. The sheriff will be prosecuted under the 
following ruling of the department: Letters ad 
dressed to a convict serving a term of imprisonment 
should be delivered to the warden or other 
officer in charge of the ere Letters ad- 
dressed to person imprisoned to await trial upon 
indiciment or pending indictment should be de- 
livered according to the orderef the person ad- 
dressed at any time before conviction and sentence. 
If such a person were released on bail no question 
world arise, andas the law presumes every person 
to be innocent until convicted by a jury, the in- 
abliity to give bail ought not to deprive him of 
the right to control the correspondence addressed 
to him through the mail. Until sentence, therefore, 
the ietters must be subject to the order of the per- 
son imprisoned, unless upon judicial oeteeeding 
authorizing seizure of the letters, in accordance 
with the decision of the Supreme court of the 
United States in ex parte Jackson 6, Otto, 627. Ia 
the absence of any order from the prisoner or his 
attorney, his letters will be delivered to the person 
in whose custody he is held. 

In Favor or Fisu.--Mr. R. BR. DeJarnette, of 
Eatonton, has written a letter toJudgeJ T. Hen- 
derson, state commissioner of agriculture, urging 
him to redouble his efforts to stock the rivers 
and ponds of the state with fish. Although more 
than seventy years old Mr. DeJarnette takes a lively 
interest in the culture of fish. His Jetter is quite 
lengthy, and contains many points of interest. He 
says that a hatetiery shonld be established in Geor- 
gia, and the streams stocked with native fish as well 
as Other varieties. He says; “The native fish stay 
here. | sit on the banks of the Oconee and catch 
them during nine months out of the twelve, and 
some of them in flavor are second only te-the 
shad. When I was a boy in 1820 and 
1825, fine shad could be bought on the Oconee 
for trom ten to fifteen cents apiece, and other fish 
for nvuch less; in fact there was so little market for 
them that a great many were fed to the hogs. I 
remember my mother’s overseer took a cart and a 
negro fellow one evening and went to the river, 
eight milesaway, and returned the next day, bring- 
ing back twenty-séven shad and a large number of 
other fish which he had caught with a dip net. 
There is an old gentleman living in this county 
now who says he used to plow all day and go to the 
river at night and catch shad and other fish enough 
to last the family two or three days. I would be 
glad to see such a state of affairs exist again.’’

In New York he has a large 
gallery, and in London a regulur place of business. 
He goes to Eurepe twice a year and visits ail the 
famous artists, attends the great sales of their 
water colors, and brings back to the United 
States the latest and choicest of their 
productions. A residence of eight years in London, 
uthorough study of water color art, and a brisk 
spirit of enterprise have enabled Mr. Fannin to 
make a bigssuccess of his sales wherever they have 
been. He bas recentiy come from New Or'eans, 
where he sold over ten thousand dollars’ worth of 
pictures. His supply is beiug constantly refreshed 
by shipments from Europe, and in the collection 
otfered to the people of Atlanta are some gems hever 
before ex posed tu sale.

The brilliaut fancy of the French, the rich colorlog 
of the Spanisn and Italian, the bold effects of the 
Dutch, the sompre magnificence of the English and 
American painters aiford a variety sufivient to 
please any taste.

He did not sec a 
ile of wood that had neom pieene by the side of the 
rack, a: d when he sprang from the train he struck 
the wood and was thrown back under the 
train, and the wheels of two of tne cars passed 
over him, injuring him es was descrived in 
yesterday's Constitution. The left leg Was am- 
putated above the aukle and the right foot was 
ali taken off except the heel. The wound on the 
head was dressed.
